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CENSUS OF THE EMPIRE. 


The Blue Book issued last week dealing with 
the census of the British Empire taken in 
1901 provides a feast for those who can derive 
enjoyment from a study of statistics, and even 
to the ordinary individual who hates to be 
compelled to wade through a collection of fact» 
and figores itis interesting to trace the re 
markable development that has taken place i: 
Greater Britain durirg the past 40 years. The 
results of the census are summarised in a long 
report by the Registrar General’s Department 
and the President of the Local Government 
Board.From this it appears thatat thetime ofth: 
census of 1861 the Empire comprised in round 
numbers eight and a half millions of square 
miles. In the next two decennia no important 
territorial additions took place, but between 
1881 and 1891 the extensions in the East 
Indies and in our Indian dependency and the 
great annexations of territory in West, South, 
Kast, and Central Africa added abouttwo 
millions of sqaare miles. Since 1891 further 
expansions have cccurred, principally in Africa 
and in Asia, raising the total as nearly as can 
be ascertained to 11,908,378 square miles, 
Thas, in the short space of forty years the 
aggregate area of the British colunies, depen- 
dencies, and protectorates has increased by 
about 40 percent. and now amounts to more 
than one-fifth of the land surface of the globe. 
Of this huge territory somewhat more than 
foor millions of square miles are situatéd in 
North, Central, and South America, three 
millions in Australasia, two and a half millions 


in Africa, and nearly two millions in the Indian 
Empire and other parts of Asia, while the por- 
tion that lies in Earope constitutes a very 
inconsiderable fraction of the whole, amounting 
to only 125,095 equare miles, of which 121,089 
constitute the area of the United Kingdom. 

As far as can be ascertained the population 
of the British Empire in 1861, inclusive of the 
Indian feudatory States, was about 259 millions. 
In 1871 it bad risen to nearly 283 millions, in 
1881 to nearly 310 millions, in 1891 (largely 
through acquisition of territory) to more than 
881 millions, and at or about the date of the 
census of 1901 (exclusive of the population of 
North-western Rhodesia, for which no estimate 
could be obtained) it had reached a total cf 
about 400 millions. For the whole Empire the 
aggregate rate of increase of population showed 
a great decline in the last decennium, and the 
report states that a large factor connected with 
the fallin the increase of the population is the 
continued depression of the birth-rate, which 
has now become general in nearly all countries. 
Excluding London, the most popalons city 
in the British Empire at the present time is 
Calcutta, the population of which-has grown 
from 10,000 or 12,000 in 1710 to nearly 843,000 
in 1901. Bombay comes third with 776,000, 
and Glasgow fourth 761,000. 

In the matter of religions, statistios are pre- 
sented regarding 319 millions, or about four- 
fifths of the total population of the Empire, 
no returns of religious belief being available 
for the remaining 79 millions of the population. 
Of the 319 millions more than 20 millions, ex- 
clasive of the population of Great Britain, | 
were returned as professing one or another 
form of the Christian religion, and over 295 
millions were returned under non-Christian 
religions, while the remainder, amounting to 
fewer than four millions, were returned and 
classed as either having no religion or as in- © 
definitely expressed. Ifto these numbers are - 
added the population of Great Britain (37 
millions), and a farther half million as repre- 
senting the Christians in the colonies where no 
religions census was taken, a total of 57} 
millions is arrived at as a rough estimate of 
the number of persons in the Empire professing 
one form or other of the Christian religion. 


THB STEAM ENGINE IN ANCIENT 
EGYPT. : 


—_—_——— 


Mr. G. Gerald Stoney, lecturing last week at 
Carpenters’ Hall, London,on “Steam Tarbines,” | 
said it was among the relics of ancient Egyp- 
tian civilisation, 20 centaries ago, that the firet 
records of the steam engine were found. In 
Alexandria, the home of Euclid, Hero wrote 
his “Spiritalia sen Pneumatica,” wherein he 
described two machines of special interest. The 
one utilised the expansive force of air ina 
closed vessel, heated externally, the pneumatic 
force being applied upon the surface of water in 
other vessels, and the hydraulic force utilised 
for opening the doors of Grecian temples, and 
working other pseudo-magic contrivances. The 
other was a veritable steam turbine engine, 
such, in principle, as they were discussing 
that night. It seemed doubtful whether this 
machine was ever more than a toy, or 
whether it was used by- the Greek priests 
for prodacing motion of apparatus in their 
temples. Bat from the experience of tha 
last 20 years, it appeared that with some 
improvement in design and construction - it 
could have been applied to perform useful 
work, and might have claimed a place among 
steam engines even up to the middle of the 
last century. 

Only twenty years had elapsed since the 
Hon. ©. A. Parsons brought out his compound 
steam turbine, and already there were at work 
and on order about 2,000,000 h.p. Practically 
the whole of the great power distribution 
schemes in the north-east of Englend were 
worked with steam turbines, but prebably the 
most important field of usefulness for turbine 
engines lay in the propulsion of ships. Com- 
parisons between vessels propelled respectively 
by reciprocating and turbine engines showed 
an economy of coal of from 15 to 20 per cent. 
in favour of the latter, and already there were 
on the Atlantic three great liners fitted with 
turbine engines. What might be the motive 
power of the fature it was difficult to say. At 
present only 12 per cent. of the energy of the 
coal used in the very best steam engines was 
converted into work. One way to get over that 
difficulty would be to form a battery, using 
coal instead of zinc, and go to convert its ener- 
gy directly into electricity. Who could say 
that was impossible ? What would our great- 
grandfathers have thought of the ‘Flying 
Scotchman,” the wonders of the telephone,

ALEXANDRIA MUNICIPALITY. 


THE VICE-PRESIDENCY. 

As we stated yesterday,considerable sarprise 
has been evinced at the result of the election to 
the post of Vice-President of the Alexandria 
Manicipality. Although everybody recognises 
that Dr. Schiess Pacha was an excellent choice, 
regret is manifested on all sides that Mr. 
Ambroise Ralli quits the post, which he has 
held for so many years with such exemplary 
devotion to the interests of Alexandria. During 
his long tenure of office Mr. Ralli has made 
himself popular with all classes, and his depar- 
ture is deeply ragretted by the personnel of 
the Municipality. The employés of the Mani- 
cipality, who presented Mr. Ralli on Wednesday 
morning with such handsome souvenirs of their 
esteem, were quite unaware that there was any 
movement on foot amonga certain section cf 
the Cooncillors to ran a serious candidate 
against him. It is to be hoped that Dr. Schiess 
Pacha will follow in Mr. Ralli’s steps as Vice- 
President and we have no doubt h2 will fill the 
high position with the same dignity and esteem 
as his predecessor. 


DEFRAUDING THE MUNIOIPALITY. 

Two members of a firm carrying on business 
in Alexandria were charged on the 14th inst. 
before H.B.M’s Consular Court with conspiring 
together, and with a third person, to defrand, 
by means of a false lease, the Municipality of 
Alexandria of a part of the amount of the 27/ 
tenants’ tax payable by them in respect of 
their business premises. The charge against 
one member of the firm was dismissed, bat the 
other was convicted and fined £10, with costs. 


GAZELLE SHOOTING. 


At the present time it is impossible to get 
gazelle shooting in the neighbourhood of 
Alexandria, and one has to go a two days’ 
journey from the city to get within sight of 
the gazelle. There ought to be a splendid 
supply of these beautifol animals in the 
Mariont district for they breed very quickly 
and Mariont is a most suitable locality for 
their habitat. Unfortanately the Bedouins have 
been waging a war of extermination against 
them, for there is a great demand for them for 
cooking purposes, and within a few years’ time 
they will become extinct unless some serious 
steps are taken to stop the sale. The Governor 
of Alexandria has accordingly issued an arrété 
to the effect that the honting snd capture of 
female gazelles, as well as the sale and 
purchase of gazelles, alive or dead, are for- 
bidden within the district of the gouvernorat. 
It is also forbidden, bat only in the first half 
of the year (1st January to 30th Jone) to 
transport, hawk, sell or bay the fissh of 
gazelles, without distinction of age or sex.

THE LATEST VENTURE.

TO HAVE GARDEN ON ROOF. 


Mr. Bucher-Durrer, the well-knowa Swiss 
hotel Proprietor, who owns no less than ten big 
hotels in Italy and Switzerland, has taken the 
leading part in the formation of a company 
called the Société Scisse Egyptienne des Hotels 
en Egypte, which will erect an immense hotel 
on the vacant ground this gentleman purchas- 
ed in the February of last year from Moise 
Cattaui Bey. The plot is situated next to the 
palace of the Khedivah-Mother on the river 
embankment, opposite the Kasr-el-Nil barracks, 
and measures 6,000 equare metres, The designs 
of the building, which will be six stories high, 
bave been prepared by Mr. 'T’. Parvie, engineer 
and architect of Sharia El Madabegh, who will 


| saperintend the erection, and the contractors 


are Padova, Léon Rollin & Co., who have 
contracted to deliver the buildings ready for 
inétgaration on the lst January next. 

The hotel which, is to be an up-to-date one 
in every sense of the. word, will contain at the 
opening 300 bedrooms, besides the usual 
offices, saloons, &c., but it is intended to 
extend it for the following season by the addi- 
tion of 200 more bedrooms, thus providing 
accommodation for over 600 visitors in all. 
There wi'l be several small suites of apartments 
complete with private saloon. bathroom and 
lavatory, which will form one side of the 
building. 

Quite a new feature of the hotel, which should 
prove a great attraction, will be a roof garden 
after the style of those now to be found prin- 
cipally in the big hotels of Americs. Besides 
the garden there will be also on the roofs 
baudatand and two saloons connected by a 
glass covered corridor. From this elevated 
spot, where afternoon tea will be served, there 
will be a magnificent and uninterrapted view 
of the surrounding country as far as the 
Pyramids. 

As a proot ofthe increasing value of eligible 
buildings in the best parts of the Capital we 
may mention that the plot of 6,000 square 
metres which M Bocher-Darrer purchased‘last 
year at £5 per metre he resold this year to the 
new company at £10. The next plot of 1,£00 
square metres was bought a month after, in 


‘March, '905, by Mr. G. Haggibasiliou, pro- 


prietor of the New English Pharmacy, from 
Mr. F. Soares at £7.10 the metre and the 
latter has refased a recent offer of £15 by the 
game company. 

An action brought by Mr. Haggibasilionu 
against Mr. Bucher-Darrer claiming a right of 
pre-emption over the former plot. in the Mixei 
Tribunal of Cairo, was decided against him 
last month with costs. An appeal has been 
lodged against this finding and it comes on 
for hearing before the Appeal Court of Alex- 
andria on the 78th instant.

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THE AKABA QUESTION. 


The Akaba qnestion is beginning to attract 
considerable attention in Europe. In thé latest 
isaué to hand of the Parisian “Eolair” there 
18 an important article entitled «La Route daa 
Indes” wherein on a map of the shore of the 
Red Sea, it shows the parallel between the 
Alexsaodria-Caito-Khartonm line and Beyroat- 
Damasous-Meces route. Wa extract the fllow- 
ing passage :— 

‘ L'Angleterra a va avec irritation se faire 
le chemin de fer da Hedjaz, de Damas a la 
Mecque, destiné & assurer l’autorité da Sultan 
en Arabie et & faciliter la mobilisation de ses 
troupes.

SUDAN CUSTOMS RETURNS. 


The first monthly retaras from the recently 
formed Sudan Customs have jast been poblish- 
ed. They relate to January 1906; and show the 
clearances through Saakin and Port Sadan. 

With rezard: to Suakin, tha imports during 
the month amounted to L.B. 6,484, of which 
India was responsible for L.E. 2,893 and Great 
Britain LE. 1,750. The principal trade done 
was in cloth, the return being one of L.E. 
2.485, India sending LE. 1,718 and Great 
Britain L.&. 733. The provision figures totalled 
L.E. 524, sugar L.E. 498, wines L.E. 456, and 
cotton goods L.E. $80. 

To the above-mentioned imports of L. E, 
6,484, there mast be added L.E. 9,750, being 
the valae of goods from abroad sent via Egypt, 
and admitted into the Sadan duty free on 
account of the charges having already been 
collected at the port of entry. 

The exports from Suakin smounted to LE. 
3.529, Egypt being the highest boyer with 
L.E. 1,989, and Great Britain the lowest with 
L.E. 276. The chief item in the exports was 
senna leaves, LE. 1,190, all of which passed 
into Egypt. Goode to the extent of LE. 8,833 
were carried by coasting ‘vessels from Suakin 
to Port Sadan, the main trade being in pro- 
visions, L.E. 1,919. 

In the case of Port Sudan, the imports 
reached L.E. 1,689, largaly due toc ment ship- 
ments, which figure for LE. 1,217 in the re- 
tarns. The exports were valued at L.E. 76.

A sudden illness compelled ma 
to have a prescription ofa very simple cha- 
racter made up at 10p.m. a few nights ago. 
The chemist in this town who supplied it 
demanded and obtained 40 piastres for this 
bottle of medicine which I have had supplied 
since for 8 piastres, because, as he said, 
“anyone com'ng at 10 p.m. for medicine must 
be prepared to pay for that indiscretion.” 
Messrs, Cook and Son, in their pamphblet,advisa 
all tourists coming here to provide themselvea 
with “money and plenty of it,” and I ‘hava 
tried in a modest way to profit by their advice, 
brt really no balance at the bank would be 
sufficient if ove is to have many dealings with

CORPORATION OF WESTERN |THE EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT 


EGYPT. 


The following is the text of a circular which 
has been issued to the shareholders in the 
above company :— 

One of the members of the Board, Mr. 
Edward Manville, M. Iust. C.E., has recently 
returned from Egypt after having made a 
carefal inspection of the railway now in 
course of constraction and investigating the 
aftairs of the Corporation with a view to 
securing the economic development of the 
valuable and exclusive land, railway and other 
rights pertaining to it in the Western Oases 
of pt, under the concessions granted by 
the tian Government. As a result o 
his scratiny, Mr. Manville is now enabled 
to assure the Board that the Corporation’s 
affairs are under competent and able manage- 
ment in Egypt, and to ratisty them that the 
policy of deferring land sales on a large 
scale pending the completion of the first reo- 
tion of the railway (a -policy adopted after 
deli ive decision and announ in the 
anndal report issued last December) was a 
wise and prudent one. 


Rallway, 


Prior to the arrival of the rolling stock 
(consisting of three locomotives built by 
Messrs. Nasmyth, Wilson & Co., of Man- 
chester, and of sixteen wagons, bailt by the 
Metropolitan Amalgamated Railway Carriage 
and Wagon Company, of Birmingham), when 
much better progress may be looked for, the 
work of construction is os effected with 
the assistance of rolling stock hired or pur- 
chased from the Delta Light Railway, and 
has already resulted in the completion of 
the platelaying to kilometre 15, while the 
formation is completed to kilometra 42 and 
the ballasting laid to kilometre 46. Telephone 
wires are now laid from the junction with 
the Egyptian State Railway as far as the 
base at El Karnac, where buildings for the 
accommodation of the headquarters staff, 
stores and offices are being erected. Pomps 
in connection with the railway bits 
rangements have been set up and are working 
most satisfactorily. 

The survey party has prepared the detail 
plans. and sections and staked ont the centre 
and level pegs up to kilometre 914, and the 
consulting engineers report that “there has 
been no difficulty in so laying out the line as 
to provide fairly easy gradients and curves 
without an undue lengthening of tha route 
and without anything in the natura of what 
can be considered heavy works.” It remains 
to locate and level tha route from kilometre 
91} to the top of the Khargeh scarp (at abort 
145 kilometres according to the original 
measorement:), a work which it is antjcipated 
will be effected within some two months from 
the present time. 

From the top of the Western scarp a survey 
of the route into the Oasis of Khargeh has 
been simultaneously carried on, and the line 
is located, levelled and staked out to Ain 
Meheriq. It will be remembered that a steep 
gradient, some 1 in 25, was regarded here as 
unavoidable, but so avcoessfol bas been the 


survey made recently under the personal 
svpervision of Mr. J. Baward Waller, M. Inst. 
C.E, of Mesars. Kincaid, Waller, Manville and 


Dawson, consulting engineers to the Corpora- 
tion, that a no worse gradient than 1 in 40 
may now be locked for, a gradient which as 
compared with that first mentioned will in- 
orease the carrying capacity ofa train com- 
posed entirely of goods wagons by no less than 
100 per cent. 

Little difficulty is anticipated on the final 
section. that from Ain Meherig to Khargeb, 
where a terminal station will bé sitnated which

Land. 


The work of locatirg cultivable ress and of 
preparing plans in connection with the formal 
applications to the Goverrment is steadily 
proceeding, while on the areas ro located, the 
policy of the board is directed to the demon- 
stration of the artesian supply by means of 
bore-holes, and the actual cultivation of plots 
of the adjoiping land so as to evidence the 

oasibilities of the eoil. Although in view of the 
beans policy in regard to land alladed to 
aboye the Corporation has not yet advertised 
jand for sale, the applications already register- 
ed considerably exceed the areas surveyed to 
the present. 

[tshouldalso be remarked that the anticipa- 
ted saleable'value of the land would appear to 
have been undet-estimated, since a valuation 
made by a large jandowner of Assiont tenda to 
show that the land will rpaisee a minimum 
price of no jess than £15 per faidan, The cost 
of irrigation is estimated at about £5 per 
feddan. , 

Satiefactory progress is being made with well- 
boring, fall artesian supplies of water bing 
chtaired at dépths varying from 280 feet to 
350 feet. 

The galtivations are of promising apprar- 
ance, the agricultural chemist reporting that 
the wheat ia very uniform in growth and ene 
promiss of a very good crop indeed. Sugar 
cane, rice, barley, beans and other crops are 
also doing wel!, while young orarge, lemor, 
apricot, olive, fiz, pomegranate and peach 
trees are being planted in the vireyard near 
bore No. 2. Upwards of 1,000 date palms have 
also been planted, and large nomber of vine 
cuttings procured froma good™grower. Land 
preparation for cotton is proceeding; 33~fed- 
dans at bore No, 2 are set up in drills and are 
ready to be planted.
